stirred the telephone and telegraph 
from th«. far reaches of the country 
to the summer White House today. 
There were messages of congrat­ 
ulations that he does not intend to 
seek another term and telegrams of 
despair that lie is giving up the job 
before it is finished. 
With characteristic 
silence 
Mr. 
Coolidge let the 
telegraphic 
storm 
rage around him without a murmur 
and went about his business just as 
if he had not 
suddenly 
renounced 
the throne of the republican party. 
The telegrams and telephone dis­ 
patches seemed 
to 
indicate 
that 
opinion was divided as to 
whether 
his 
terse 
twelve-word 
announce­ 
ment, “ I do not choose to run for 
president in 1928,” 
was 
really 
a 
renunciation or merely a notice that 
he was not a candidate. 
Those who interpret the presiden­ 
tial opinion usually follow his words 


s o closely that they lose the 
true 
meaning of them. They attempt 
to 
see motives hidden in them 
which 
do not exist. They know Mr. Coo­ 
lidge has a keen sense of publicity 
and a more than ordinary intuition 
of its results. 
Some of the newspapermen 
who 
ha\> been with him for years have 
even 
called 
him 
the 
“ greatest 
showman on earth ” because oi 
his 
ability to sense public feeling. They 
argue that the 
president 
merely 
put out the statement as a carefully 
worded document to quiet the 
talk 
about a “ third term ,” and to stop 
the 
line 
of 
political 
opposition 
which has theoretically chased 
him 
into a corner to squeeze him out on 
the subject as to whether he was a 
candidate. 
There arc others who say 
these 
arguments 
are 
fallacious— and 
shrewd politicians here agree 
with 
them—because a man who says he 
is not a candidate for office 
loses 
90 percent of his political

tum. He opens, they say, the way to

A jury of Rush county men, in-
